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Percy C. Madeira, Jr. 


Percy ¢ Mapeira, Jr., retired 
banker, ime and explorer, died on 
January 29 at his home, Crumdale 
Farm, Berwyn, Pennsylvania. He was 
78. 

Mr. Madeira was president of the 
former Land Title Bank and Trust 
Company from 1940 to 1953, when 
he became chairman of the executive 
committee of the Tradesmen’s Bank 
and Trust Company and served in 
that position until 1955, 

He had an active interest in arch- 
eology and exploration for many 
years. He became a member of the 
Board of Managers of the Univer- 
sity Museum in 1930, the year he 
organized and directed an expedition 
to Central America, conducting an 
aerial survey of unexplored sites in 
Yucatan and northern Guatemala 
containing ancient Mayan civiliza- 
tion. Mr. Madeira was elected presi- 
dent of the Museum’s board of mana- 
gers in 1941, and served for 21 years. 

A native Philadelphian, Mr. 
Madeira graduated from Harvard 
University in 1910, and from the 
University of Pennsylvania Law 
School in 1913. After serving in 
World War I, he practiced law un- 
til 1927, when he became vice-presi 
dent of Madeira, Hill and Company, 
coal operators, and he served in that 
position until 1934. 

Mr. Madeira was a former director 
of the Electric Storage Battery Com- 
pany, the Home Insurance Com- 
pany, and numerous other corpora- 
tions. He was a director of the Men- 
tal Health Association of Southeast- 
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ern Pennsylvania and of the English 
Speaking Union. He was a member 
of the Philadelphia Club and _ the 
Gulph Mills Golf Club. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Eugenia C. Madeira, a member of 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club and owner of an outstanding 
herd of Guernseys at Crumdale 
Farm; two sons, Percy C., 3d, and 
Francis; a daughter, Mrs. Thomas N. 
White; a sister, and five grand- 
children.

It is more important than ever before 
that we understand each other’s problems. We must keep 
the communication lines open between Guernsey breeders, 
the State Colleges and Universities, the County and Vo- 
cational leaders, and between county, state and national or- 
ganizations. We must be cognizant of each other’s prob- 
lems, and must work together for their mutual solution. 


If you, as Guernsey breeders, have problems, check 
with other breeders, ask your State and National fieldmen, 
or the Home Office, for help and assistance. Many a mole 
hill has grown into a mountain of misunderstanding just 
from lack of communication. 


We are all conscious of the many changes in the dairy 
industry. Modernization and mechanization have taken their 
toll, and lack of help continues to be one of the greatest 
factors in the decrease in the number of farms. Yet, for 
those who are still in the business, the outlook is brighter. 
[he price of milk is up and the demand for cattle is strong. 
lhe Home Office, the State and National fieldmen, and 
the sales managers are constantly getting orders for cattle in 
some areas that cannot be met, because of the shortage of 
the right kind of animals. Last year, at public auction, the 
price of registered Guernseys showed an increase of $60.00 
per head, and this was the highest in 15 years. 


Yes, the future looks bright, but there are still many 
problems on the horizon that must be faced. The job of 
meeting and solving these problems can best be met by 
keeping the communication lines open to all phases of the 
industry. It is vitally important that we understand each 
other’s prob lems, and work together for their mutual solu- 
tion.

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NATIONAL JUNIOR GUERNSEY PROGRAM 


ECENTLY, a group met in Columbus, 
Ohio, which will give the National 

- “Junior Guernsey Program added 
impetus. The main purpose of the meet- 
ing was to plan for the second Junior 
Calf Sale to be held in Kentucky, and 
to further develop plans for a National 
Junior organization. The 1966 Junior 
Sale was reviewed, with the opinion that 
it was an unqualified success. 

The second sale will again be held at 
Bowling Green, Ky., on April 15. Solici- 
tation of heifers will be on the same basis 
as before, and all other conditions will be 
practically the same except 4-H and FFA 
buyers will not be limited to Kentucky. 

Chairman Anson B. Smith called the 
meeting to order. The history of the for- 
mation of the program, and its activities to 
date, were reviewed. The program origin- 
ated from a need for more active breeder 
participation, a need for future markets 
for salable cattle, and more youth work. 

Considerable time and thought was in 
vested in future programs and goals. In 
addition to the second sale, it was decided 
to initiate a National Junior Production 
Contest. Rules and an entry blank are 
given below. The goal is to encourage all 
States to sponsor Junior Production Con- 
tests, and to interest Guernsey youth in 
profitable milk production. An amount 
of $200 was set aside from the National 
Calf Sale proceeds to sponsor the Con- 
test. A $100 prize will be offered to the 
top milk record, and $100 to the top fat

record. 

A sample Constitution and Bylaws for 
State Junior Associations is being pre- 
pared and will soon be obtainable through 
the National Director’s office. 

[he Director was instructed to develop 
literature and information which will es- 
tablish interest and build pride of owner- 
ship in Registered Guernseys as projects. 
He was also instructed to develop, more 
fully, a Junior Newsletter, to be issued 
about every other month to members of 
organized states. Many possible future 
programs were discussed. At the present 
time, the Committee felt that the National 
Director should spend half time on youth 
work. As activities increase, and member- 
ship grows, the goal is for a full-time 
Director. 

Present at the meeting were Anson B. 
Smith, Bill Maynard, Richard Price, 
Ralph Turley, Bob Jones and Ron Eber- 
hard. 

We quote from Buzz Garey’s January 
Market Letter: “I would like to see a 
great emphasis put on youth and youth 
work. Some States have successful pro- 
grams, while other States have failed to 
really get something going for the young 
people. Calf projects are good, but the 
boy or girl has to have a good calf to 
work with. And the mothers and fathers 
should let them do the work, not do it for 
them. Programs to stir the interest and the 
imagination of our young people are 
needed, and we need enthusiastic and

knowledgeable men to lead them. Use 


imagination in your youth programs. 
Don’t let them be dull—and don’t let 
that young boy or girl get the impression 
that dairy farming is all work and no 
play. 

“These youth are our greatest source 
of hope to overcome our labor situation. 
Our present labor force has already formed 
their habits and their thinking. Re- 
member the story about teaching old dogs 
new tricks. We should see that our col- 
leges, extension men, cooperatives, asso- 
ciations, and what have you, make strong 
efforts to institute programs that are more 
attractive to our young people. Some of 
these organizations have considerable 
money in reserve. What better use than 
to try to bail us out of this labor situa- 
tion; thereby helping the present-day 
dairyman and, of course, help themselves 
in the long run. 

“The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
has recently added a Youth Committee, 
and they have started to get into action. 
Why not offer your services in your area, 
and why not prod those cooperatives, as- 
sociations, et cetera, into action. It won’t 
be easy (nothing that is really worth 
while ever is), but it is very rewarding 
to work with these young people. Give 
them some recognition, and try to earn 
their respect. Once you have their respect, 
perhaps you can make them see that 
dairy farming does have a future and can 
be a great and wonderful life to live.”

NDIANA, the Hoosier State 
Annual Meeting of The American Guernsey Cattle 


Club. The Sheraton-Lincoln Hotel, in downtown In- 
dianapolis, has been selected as headquarters for the 
May 7-9 function. 

Friday and Saturday, May 5 and 6, the Board 
of Directors’ sessions will take place. Sunday, as usual, 
will be a day of leisurely registration, with the Indiana- 
Kentucky Guernsey Breeders Associations hosts at an 
evening reception. 

Monday is traditionally education day. This year, 
approximately two hours in the morning will be devoted 
to speakers. Three tours are in the planning stages, also 
for Monday. 

The first tour, starting about 9:00 a.m., 
Butler University and Conner Prairie Farm Museum. 
About 11:00 a.m., two other tours will also start, with 
the Eli Lilly Company as host. 

Butler University is a medium sized, privately en- 
dowed school, located about five miles = of the 
heart of the city. Its 300-acre campus is noted for scenic 
beauty. Parts of the campus that may be seen on this 
tour are Clowes Hall, Holcomb Observatory, Irwin Li- 
brary, Holcomb Gardens and Holcomb Carillon. Hol- 
comb Observatory and Planetarium houses a 38-inch 
telescope, the largest in the State. Overlooking Holcomb 
Gardens, 20 acres of natural beauty, including a wide 
variety of trees and flowers, is Holcomb Carillon, situ- 
ated on the highest promontory on the campus, from 
which emits daily concerts for the enjoyment of the 
public. 
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Conner Prairie Historic Settlement and Museum, 
at Noblesville, is the next scheduled attraction. William 
Conner was one of the very early, prominent leaders of 
Indiana. He was one of the very first white men to 
settle in the State about 1800, marrying Mekinges, 
daughter of Chief Anderson. History records that he 
acted as scout and interpreter of General William Henry 
Harrison. He was widely known and greatly trusted by 
the Indians because of his fair dealings with them at 
his trading post, and because of this was utilized many 
times in writing peace treaties between Indians and 
Whites. In 1820, officials met at Conner’s cabin and 
decided to move the Indiana State Capital to its present 
location, Indianapolis. At the same time, the Indians, 
under the provisions of the treaty, moved westward, tak- 
ing with them Conner’s Indian wife and six children. 
Later, that year, Conner was married a second time. He 
then settled down, becoming a leading businessman, 
both locally and in the State. He is credited with found- 
ing both Noblesville and Alexandria. 

It is anticipated that the participants of the two 
other tours, starting about 11:00 a.m., with the Eli Lilly 
Company as host, will be divided about equally, because 
of the limited amount of facilities, each to see different 
facilities. One group will visit Lilly’s Kentucky Avenue 
plant, while the other group will visit the Greenfield 
operation, east of the city. 


Monday evening everyone will meet back at the 
Hotel for sumptuous evening banquet, with entertain- 
ment. (More plans in future issues.)

shows that the total value of 


assets used in 1965 averaged $149,- 
675 per farm. The average invest 
ment per cow was $2,399; and aver- 
age farm indebtedness was $38,165. 
These figures again remind us that 
facilities and equipment are contin- 
ually requiring larger outlays of 
capital investment. They also reem- 
phasize the steadily increasing busi 
ness management responsibilities of 
today’s dairy farmer. 

We have always heard that only 
two things in life were certain — 
death and taxes. However, in our 
generation, it seems that three things 
are certain — death, taxes, and infla- 
tion. 

Your management _ re- 
sponsibilities are geared to your par 
ticular situation—to your resources 
and income, and to your personal 
and family needs. No one can detail, 
or even outline, an ideal program for 
modern dairy farmers to use in build- 
ing financial security for themselves 
and their families. The specifics of 
each personal situation need to be 
considered. However, there are some 
basic matters that every dairyman 
should give proper study, based on 
his own dairy operation and personal 
circumstances. After proper personal 
study, he then should consult his 
own professional advisers and 
develop and put into effect the pro- 
grams he and his family need. 


You Need A Will 


It is easy to procrastinate about 
making a will. However, a will per- 
mits you to decide what will happen 
to your dairy operation and other 
property after you pass on. Properly 
drawn, it will solve many problems,

and can be a great help to the wife 
and family of the man who makes it. 

The executor or trustee named in 
your will has to assume the respon- 
sibility. He must also assume the 
liability involved in properly settling 
your estate. He must act for you in 
the interests of your family. The 
qualities you need in a good execu- 
tor are: 

. Integrity. 

Responsibility. 

. Experience. 
Understanding. 

. Willingness. 

6. Availability. 

Relatively few individuals are 
equipped with the experience to 
carry out the many complicated and 
technical chores that are required of 
an executor. Competing _ interests 
may not permit adequate attention 
to the task. A family member or 
friend may easily have or develop 
conflicting interests. Individuals also 
die. 

The corporate executor specializes 
in the handling of estates. It is ex- 
perienced, responsible, and can give 
all of the time needed, when it is 
needed, to the continued operation 
of the dairy farm or other assets. It 
is fair, impartial, and obedient to 
the instructions of the will. The 
corporate executor handles the estate 
as a matter of business, and it never 
dies. 


Your Wife Needs A Will 

Since a large part of your estate 
will probably pass to your wife, and 
from her to your children, the will 
vou help her plan can have an im- 
portant effect on the final disposal 
of your property as well as her own. 

If you have children, and your 
wife, having survived you, passes on 
while the children are still minors, 


the court will have to appoint a 
guardian. The court’s choice may 
not be the one either of you would 
have made if you had thought the 
problem through and made proper 
plans in a will. 

Even naming a guardian in your 
wife’s will isn’t the answer to all 
the problems in this area. Any guard- 
ian, whether named in a will or 
appointed by a court, is seriously 
restricted in the way in which he 
can handle the property left your 
children. His management of the 
property is usually subject to con- 
tinuous court scrutiny and periodic 
judicial accounting. The guardian 
must perform his duties and manage 
the properties left your children. as 
directed in the court’s decision, re- 
gardless of what you or your wife 
might have desired. A provision in 
your wife’s will creating a trust to 
manage the property for the benefit 
of the children after her death will 
eliminate the need for a guardian 
and, at the same time, permit a more 
flexible distribution of income and 
assets. Most full-service banks have 
Trust Departments that can provide 
technical advice concerning plans 
for the establishment of a trust, and 
many have _ agriculturally-trained 
staff members to handle the plans 
for and management of farms left 
in trust for minors. 

When a proper will has not been 
made providing for a trustee, or 
estate administrator, the local court 
will appoint an administrator for the 
purpose of managing and distribu- 
ting the assets. This person may not 
necessarily be the one best suited for 
the job. The court also will very 
likely require the administrator to 
post a bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of his or her duties. The

or almost 40 years, John H. 

Wade, Sr., has been a successful 

cotton farmer on his 600-acre 
farm in Northeast Louisiana, near 
Rayville. About 10 years ago, he 
added 300 acres of grain crops to 
his farming operation. This change 
suggested the need and opportunity 
for a livestock program. Big John has 
now added registered Guernseys as 
an important part of his farming 
operations, and when Big John tack- 
les a job he doesn’t fool around. 

The new dairy operation, located 
about 600 yards from the Wade 
home, is a practical, well-planned, 
completely modern operation. Work- 
ing closely with Dr. H. W. Ander- 
son, Dairy Specialist at Louisiana 
State University, and with _ his 
County Agent, Basil Doles, the ori- 
ginal planning was thorough and 
complete in every detail. Two large 
silos were constructed, adjacent to 
the paved 50,000 square foot feeding 
area. Automatic conveyors deliver 
the silage to a covered feed bunk, 
which is accessible to the cattle from 
both sides. Free stall housing, direct- 
ly adjacent to the feeding area, is 
always available to the cows, provid- 
ing for their comfort and_protec- 
tion. Maternity stalls and calf pens 
are provided in one end of this unit 
to take care of the fresh cows and 
their calves. On the opposite side of 
the feeding area is a covered holding 
pen and ramp, with direct access to 
the milking parlor, which contains 
a double six milking installation, 
completely automatic, and of the 
very latest design. A 1,000-gallon 
tank handles the milk in a modern, 
well-designed milk room. 

Not until the construction pro- 
gram was well advanced did Big 
John begin to think about the cattle. 
His instructions to me were: “Find 
me a REAL HERD of Guernseys. | 
want a farmer-bred herd, with good 
production, good type, good udders 
— a proved breeding herd that : 
dependable. | mean a herd with < 
successful history and a ntti 
future. When you find this herd, 
John Green and I will be up to look 
it over.” Result—John Wade bought 
the Pasture Haven herd, owned by 
Harold Yoder, Syracuse, Ind., con- 
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sisting of 87 females and two bulls. 
The Yoder herd has long been 
recognized as one of Indiana’s top 
breeding herds. It was built on 
proved cow families, continuous use 
of good sires, lifetime tested in both 
DHIA and HIR, fed and milked 
under regular farm conditions, and 
well managed, but not pampered. 
For the past 10 years, the herd aver 
age has been well over 10000 Ibs. pe 
milk per cow. The herd averaged 
11923 Ibs. of milk and 610 Ibs. of fat 
in 1965, and for the first six months 
of 1966 the rolling herd average was 


12686 Ibs. of milk and 638 Ibs. of

fat. In the herd purchased by Big 
John were two cows over 16000 lbs. 
of milk, two over 15000, three over 
14000, four over 13000, three over 
12000 and eight over 10000 pounds. 


About 10 years. ago, Mr. Yoder 
started breeding his best foundation 
cows artificially to top kerd sires in 
order to breed his own herd bulls. 
We asked him why. His answer was: 
“I wanted to own and milk the dams 
of my herd sires. | know what these 
cows and their daughters have done 
for me under my conditions.” The 
first of these “homemade” bulls was 
Pasture Haven Lou’s Bonanza, a son 
of old “Bonanza,” out of the Lou 
family. The dam’s record at eight 
vears was 14680 Ibs. of milk and 736 
Ibs. of fat. She was a good feeder, a 
regular breeder, and a_ consistent 
producer. Big John has 12 daughters 
of this bull in his herd that average 
13395 lbs. of milk and 654 lbs. of 
fat. 

Pasture Haven Fine Pattern fol- 
lowed “Lou’s Bonanza,” and was pur- 
chased with the herd. “Pattern” is a 
son of Villa Crest Financier, that 
sired the grand champion female at 
the 1966 National Guernsey Show, 
and is out of the Patty family. His 
dam, Maurana Oberon’s Patty, had 
nine consecutive records over 10000 
Ibs., a calf every year, and a six-vear- 
old record of 17080 — S01 — HIR 
— 365C — 2x. There are seven fe- 
males from the Patty family in Big 
John’s herd, plus all of the “Pattern” 
daughters, two of these having 
finished with over 10000 lbs., and 
nine more in milk that look very 
promising. Also purchased with the 
herd was the third “homemade” bull, 
another “Financier” son out of the 
Pearl family. His dam, Ideal’s S.R.K. 
Pearl, has 15491 — 922 —5yrs — 
HIR — 365 — 2x. Five daughters of 
Pasture Haven Fine Ideal are now 
milking and more coming on. Mr. 
Wade plans to continue using both 
of these bulls, along with sires from 
the Louisiana State University breed- 
ing service. 

In addition to the Yoder herd, 
females were purchased by Big john 
from the Howard Metzger herd at 
Claypool, Ind., including four 
daughters of Metzger Farms Trans- 
fer Valor, all with two-year-old rec- 
ords of over 10000 pounds. 

All of the milking females and 
close bred heifers, four truck loads, 
were delivered to Big John in late 
August. The final load of younger 
heifers, and the two bulls, were deliv- 
ered at the end of the year, which 
allowed time for completion of a

Guernsey Cattle Breeders 
Association of Ontario 
Annual Meeting

For the first time in the history of 


the organization, the annual meet- 
ing of the Ontario Association was 
held in Ottawa. The meetings were 
held on January 24 and 25. One 
group from Western Ontario and 
Central Ontario went bv special 
railroad car to Ottawa, and another 
group went by plane. The Eastern 
Ontario Guernsey breeders supported 
the meeting in a fine manner. Over 
200 were in attendance at the meet- 
ings. 
Canadian government officials 
honored the association by their 
attendance. The Honorable J. J. 
Greene, Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada, spoke at the noon banquet 
program. He stated that the problem 
of providing food for the world is 
becoming serious. Today there is a 
seller’s market. Mr. Greene empha- 
sized that Agriculture must have an 
adequate market place for a reason- 
“2 price for productivity. 


S. J. Chagnon, Deputy Minister 


of Agriculture, addressed the assem- 
bly with words of encouragement. 
He stated there are great opp*rtuni- 
ties for those who give their best to 
meet conditions as they come. 

D. B. Goodwillie, Director of 
Dairy Products Division, Canada 
Department of Agriculture, was the 
speaker of the day. His topic was 
“Future Dairy Markets.” He stated 
that 70 per cent of all farms in Can- 
ada keep milk cows, but there has 
been a gradual decline to approxi- 
mately 2.8 million. There will be 
fewer and larger dairy herds in the 
future. Dairy products are and will 
continue to be the best food buy. 
Mr. Goodwillie emphasized this by 
pointing out that 50 years ago a 
quart of milk sold for nine cents per 
quart, and it took 22 minutes of a 
workers time to pay for it. Today, it 
only takes six or seven minutes work. 

Mr. Goodwillie said there was a 
big increase in the use of dry skim 
milk, consumption having risen from 
2 million to 40 million pounds in 
the last 10 years. The most signifi- 
cant development is the introduction 
of “long life” milk. He emphasized 
that this is not a fly-by-night pro- 
cess, but that it has great market 
possibilities for sale where refriger- 
ators are lacking, such as in under- 
developed countries. He told the 
group that there was little chance 
that more New Zealand butter 
would be imported this year. He 
closed by stating, “Change is the 
law of progress.” 

Ralph Bennett, Director of Live- 
stock Production, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, congratulated 
the association on the enthusiasm 
and the progress that is being made. 
He thanked the association for the 
cooperation on the Mexican Exhibi- 
tion Herd Project. 

Bruce Marshall, president, presid- 
ed at the business sessions and at 
te noon banquet program. 

Earl N. Shultz, secretary-treasurer, 
reported that Trade Mark milk sales 
for 1966 totalled 34,479,623 quarts, 
as compared to 32,420, 815 quarts in 
1965. The increase is not as large as 
in some years, the reason being the 
shortage of milk during the Fall of 
1$66. [he secretary pointed out that 
in the United States, Pennsylvania 
is the only state or territory selling 
more Trade Mark milk than On- 
tario. 

The year 1566 was good for the 
export trade, Mr. Shultz reported. 
Ontario Guernseys went to England, 
Bermuda, Mexico, and Italy, as well 
as to the United States. He told of 
the Exhibition herd that was sent to 
Mexico, and sold at an attractive 
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price, and predicted further interest 
in Mexico. The secretary stated he 
was proud of the service given by 
the association to its breeders, and 
challenged any other organization of 
its kind to show a better record. 

Mr. Shultz predicted that Brand 
names would become increasingly 
important, and particularly with the 
trend to larger dairy distributor 
operations. A milk marketing pro- 
gram that does not recognize the 
value of our Trade Mark milks 
would be disastrous to the fluid 
market, and would be a severe blow 
to farmer incentive for future pro- 
grams promoting agricultural prod- 
ucts, he stated. Mr. Shultz told of 
the promotional projects and the fine 
cooperation with the dairies. He 
stated that the future is bright, 
cattle prices are higher by approxi- 
mately $50.00 per head, the export 
market is dev eloping, and there could 
be higher milk prices this year. 

Committee Chairmen reported 
greater interest at shows, with more 
animals exhibited and more exhibi- 
tors. Sales of cattle showed an in- 
crease in number, and an increase 
in about $50.00 per head. There 
have been about as many new breed- 
ers started as there were herds dis- 
persed.

bond can be quite expensive, and 
this expense will be borne by your 
estate. 


Without a will, your wife’s prop- 
erty, as well as your own, will be 
distributed in accordance with state 
laws of “descent and distribution.” 
Normally, under state law, all chil- 
dren are treated equally — share and 
share alike. However, this may not 
be suitable for your family at a given 
time. An older child may already 
have received the benefits of a col- 
lege education, while his younger 
brother or sister still has this expense 
ahead of them. A child may _ be 
handicapped in one way or another 
and require more help than the 
others. One of your sons may have 
stayed at home to help run the dairy 
farm, and it might be sensible to 
allocate the dairy operation to him 
with other assets allocated to the 
other children. Many situations may 
require other than a “share alike” 
distribution to the children, and this 
can only be accomplished through a 
properly prepared will. 


Insurance Program 


A young dairy farmer with a 
family needs a substantial amount 
of insurance protection, but he may 
not be in a position initially to afford 
a substantial investment in insurance 
premiums. In fact, young dairymen, 
just like other young men starting a 
business, normally find their money 
needs for cows, equipment, land, 
buildings, operating expenses, family 
living expenses, house, home appli- 
ances, and insurance are as great as 
they will ever be at a time when in- 
come is just starting. 

Planning a suitable insurance pro- 
gram is important for many reasons. 
Lenders working with a young dairy 
farmer can do more for him if he 
carries sufficient life insurance to 
assure payment of debts should his 
management of the dairy farm be 
lost through death. Insurance funds 
are also usually needed to pay estate 
taxes, and to make at least partial 
provision for the living needs of the 
man’s young family. 


A good method for a young dairy- 
man to follow, in obtaining the in- 
surance he needs for premiums he 
can afford, is to start with 10-year 
renewable and convertible term in- 
surance. He can then have the re- 
quired financial protection, while 
he, over a period of time, gradually 
converts his term insurance to some 
form of permanent insurance. He 
can do this as he reaches the point 
where he can carry the higher prem- 
iums required by permanent insur- 
ance. 


Summary 


The development of a_ suitabl 
plan of reasonable security for you 
and your family requires careful 
planning on your part. It also re- 
quires taking into account all of the 
personal, legal, and tax factors in- 
volved. To be done properly, you 
will need to request the assistance 
of your local estate planning adviser.

Today's Pushed Cows May 
Need New Rations 


Ass cows are pushed for higher milk 
production, it may be necessary to 
redesign rations so that they will 
better meet the glucose needs, sug- 
gests a Cornell University animal 
scientist. Ketosis, or acetonemia, a 
disease of high-producing dairy 
cattle, appears to be caused because 
the cow is unable to manufacture a 
sufficient amount of glucose. 
Unlike one stomach animals, cows 
and other ruminants absorb only a 
small portion of their glucose re- 
quirements from the gut. They have 
to manufacture it to satisfy their 
needs. 

To meet the need as milk produc- 
tion is increased, Prof. J. Murray 
Elliot, of the Animal Science De- 
partment, New York State College 
of Agriculture, Cornell, said it may 
be necessary to feed cows some of 
the necessary ingredients for the 
manufacture of glucose. 

Prof. Elliot discussed the limita- 
tions on the cow’s glucose-manufac- 
turing process in a talk recently at the 
Ruminant Health-Nutrition Confer- 
ence at the New York State Veterin- 
ary College. He said propionic acid 
and amino acids appear to be the 
most important materials from which 
the cow manufactures glucose in the 
liver. 

Also, laboratory studies indicate 
that vitamin B’ is important in this 
manufacturing process. However, 
whether this is important in ketosis 
has not yet been established. 

Prof. Elliot pointed out that some 
cows have the ability to produce at 
high levels without developing keto- 
sis. If researchers can learn the ex- 
planation for this, the knowledge 
could be applied to other cows. 

He indicated more research is 
needed on the importance of pro- 
pionic acid and amino acids in the 
manufacturing process. Also, studies 
are needed to determine to what ex- 
tent diets or feeding methods influ- 
ence the amount the glucose 


absorbed.

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Franklin County, Pa., Tour

The first stop was at E. E. Leh- 
man’s, Hellam, to see his new barn, 
stabling 80 or 90 cows, with auto- 
matic feeding and comfort stalls. Mr. 
Lehman and his two sons run this 
operation, Ellsworth being in charge 
of the cows. 

The next stop was at Harry Bless- 
ing’s, Wrightsville. Mr. Blessing, 
along with his two sons, Wayne and 
Robert, milks 75 to 80 cows, keeping 
them in excellent condition.

Melvin Wessel’s, at Airville, was 
the next stop. He is a new breeder, 
coming from Maryland, and milks 
125 cows in parlors and free stall 
housing. His son, Ronald, is in part- 
nership with him and is in charge 
of the cows. 

The last stop was at Leader Farms, 
New Freedom. This herd consistent- 
ly makes over 12000 Ibs. of milk 
with about 70 cows. George 
Rohrbaugh is the manager and is 
helped by George Borshinger. 

William Stuff, Mercersburg, is 
president of the Franklin County 
group. Donald McCullough, New- 
ville, was Chairman of the Tour 
Committee. 


Cuartes A. Brivces, Jr., Shelby, 
N. C., is all smiles as a result of his 
comparison of the 1967 rolling 
DHIR herd average with the same 
month in 1966. His 1967 report 
showed an increase of 1958 lbs. of 
milk and 103 lbs. of fat in the aver- 
age production per cow, the herd of 
41 cows having gone from 8418 — 
382 to 10376 — 485. Klondike Rom- 
ulus Izola, purchased in the Klon- 
dike Dispersal, made a significant 
contribution to this improvement 
with a record of 16700 — 714 —7-4 
—305—2x. This is another concrete 
illustration of the favorable response 
one may expect from the average 
Guernsey herd if the environment, 
milking practices, and other details 
of management and feeding, are up- 
dated to the point where the herd
